Roof  problems  created 
by  weight  of  snow,  ice 


As  if  meeting  Gov  Teasdale's  de¬ 
mand  of  cutting  energy  consumption 
ten  percent  in  below  2ero  weather 
weren't  bad  enough,  now  Howard 
Ougari,  director  of  the  physical  plant 
at  Missouri  Southern,  must  worry 
about  roofs  collapsing  under  the 
weight  of  snow  and  ice 
"We  re  having  roof  problems  with 
both  the  gym  and  the  industrial  arts 
building.  The  downspouts  froze  up 
and  potted  on  (he  new  gym  annex. 

"Jht  weather  has  been  too  severe 
toaliowmehmg.andthisiceaddsup 
There  are  feak  spots  in  some  of  the 
dass rooms  over  (here 
"All  we  can  do.  though,  is  keep 
chipping  the  ice  and  wait  for  better 
weather."  said  Ougan 
Until  better  weather  comes,  Dugan 
says  It's  "nearly  impossible"  to  com¬ 
ply  with  Teasdale's  proposal  for 
energy  conservation. 


"HERE  AGAIN."  he  said,  "we're 
lust  doing  (he  best  we  can." 

Luckily,  according  to  him,  furnaces 
are  assisted  by  allernaie  methods  of 
heating 

"We  try  to  keep  the  room  at  68 
degrees,  but  we  get  some  com¬ 
plaints  " 

'  You  get  30  some  people,  each  giv¬ 
ing  off  400  BTUs  of  heat  and  rt's  go¬ 
ing  to  get  hot."  he  said. 

According  to  the  director,  recycling 
the  air  through  the  units  also  aid  m 
shooting  temperatures  past  the 
68-degree  mark  The  present  fur¬ 
naces  do  not  use  fresh  air. 

eODY  HEAT  IS  FREE,  but  gas  and 
electricity  are  not.  Acurding  to  a 
Quarterly  audit  sent  to  the  state  for 
(he  fast  three  months  of  1978,  gas 
consumption  totaled  $12,392,  while 
electricity  cost  $36.S81 


Over  half  the  bill,  S6,753,  was 
compiled  in  December  The  months 
of  Odober  and  November  registered 
SI, SOI  and  S4.137  respectively. 

"January  was  the  coldest  month, 
though."  said  Dugan.  "Average 
temperature  was  126  degrees. 

"( hate  to  get  that  bill." 

CONSIDERED  in  the  bill  is 
gasoline  used  in  tractors  and  trucks 
which  graded  and  scraped  parking 
lots  and  roads.  According  to  Ougan, 
he  and  his  crew  of  four  have  dumped 
16  tons  of  sand  on  icy  surfaces  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  month  alone 

None  of  the  men  have  worked 
overtime,  despite  the  recent  storms

STEERE  CONTINUED  on  the  ap¬ 
plications  (hat  have  been  received 
"Just  off  the  cuff  of  my  sleeve,  there 
has  been  a  pretty  good  selection  in 
all  the  areas  The  committee  feels 
good  about  (he  progress  and  is  mov¬ 
ing  steadily  "

Harmony  reigns  as  Senators  hear  Meadows'  oath 


Compared  to  last  week's  intense 
Student  Senate  meeting,  last  night’s 
session  looked  (ike  a  reunion  of  old 
friends  after  a  complicated  feud. 

But  such  a  return  involves  com¬ 
promise  and  resolution,  fn  the  case 
of  last  week's  attempt  for  impeach¬ 
ment  of  Senate  President  Dave 
Meadows,  the  days  following  brought 
honest  talks  and  an  oath  to  make 
things  better. 

Called  to  order  at  5:30  p.m. 
Meadows  told  the  group  he  had  talk¬ 
ed  with  Senator  Clark  Swanson, 
sponsor  of  the  impeachment  bill,  and 
that  they  had  discussed  their  dif¬ 
ferences  and  wanted  to  make  the 
Senate  run  better.  He  pledged  his 
cooperation  and  said  he  would  try  to 
make  the  meetings  more  open  and 
unbiased. 

SENATOR  SWANSON  then  took 


the  door  and  told  the  senators, 
"Dave  has  given  his  honor  as  a 
gentleman  and  scholar  to  work  with 
the  Senate.  But  we  as  senators  must 
know  that  when  he  does  something 
we  don't  like,  we  have  to  telJ  him." 

In  committee  reports  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  Rick  Keeling  said  the  Judicial 
Committee  would  meet  at  2  p.m. next 
Wednesday  in  the  Senate  office  to 
discuss  const  it  utionaf  amendments. 
Keeling  also  chairs  the  Shelter  Com¬ 
mittee  and  told  there  was  no  feasibili¬ 
ty  for  such  a  campus  improvement  at 
the  present  time.  The  Campus  Im¬ 
provement  Committee  said  it  would 
meet  at  1  p.m,  next  Thursday  in  the 
Senate  office  to  go  over  the  latest 
survey  findings. 

Senate  Secretary  Kathy  Lay  told 
the  senators  there  were  openings  for 
three  senior,  no  junior,  two 
sophomore,  and  three  freshman 


positions.  Debbie  Spencer  was  then 
presented  as  a  freshman  senatorial 
candidate  and  received  an  atfir- 
mattve  vote 

IlN  THE  FIRST  MEASURE  of  un¬ 
finished  business,  a  resolution  for 
the  allocation  of  SSOO  on  a  matching 
fund  basis  (o  CIRLINA,  to  attend  a 
conference  this  month,  was  passed 
Senators  (hen  voted  $500  (o  the 
Crosswalk  Committee  for  their  Jef¬ 
ferson  City  business  trp. 

The  Crosswalk  Committee  later 
asked  for  S31  to  hire  additional 
students  to  aid  m  the  second  traffic 
survey.  The  students  would  have 
already  taken  the  Police  Academy's 
Traffic  Control  class  and  be  familiar 
With  the  work.  The  resolution  carried 
Without  objection. 

A  fetter  ot  resignation  by  Helen 
Woods,  Senate  treasurer,  was  ac¬ 


cepted  by  the  Senate  Following  the 
action,  nominations  were  taken  from 
the  floor  to  fill  the  position.  Notice 
was  made  that  the  mdondual  should 
have  at  least  a  2  .0 grade  average  and 
have  completed  60  hours.  President 
Meadows  added  that  experience  in 
accounting  would  be  helpful. 

Nominated  for  the  position  were 
Cindy  Amos  and  Bill  Dalmond. 
Senator  Amos  was  elected. 

BEFORE  DISCUSSION  of  Senate's 
partiapdt«n  in  Freebie  Week,  Dean 
Glenn  Doience  advised  that  the 
Senate  had  a  balance  of  $6,361  31 
as  of  last  December  without  new 
monies  from  this  semester  or  deduc¬ 
tion  of  any  allocated  funds  to 
organizations.

A  new  resolution  calling  tor  a  com¬ 
mittee  (0  investigate  students'  rights 
on  campus  was  brought  before  the 
Senate  and  received  unanimous  sup¬ 
port.  Discussion  involved  reform  of 
current  regulations  and  feculty 
powers  in  conjunction  with  student 
matters.  Vice  President  Keeling  will 
chair  the  new  committee. 

Senate  then  voted  to  dispense  of 
the  refreshments  they  had  allotted 
themselves  for  weekly  meetings 
Most  thought  they  were  just  spen¬ 
ding  too  mudt  money  and  it  was  the 
thrrfty  move  to  make. 


AFTER  SOME  DEBATE,  a  measure 
calling  for  a  special  committee  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  Idea  of  Senate  Tee- 
Shirts  was  passed.  Some  senators 
felt  that  student  money  should  not  be 
spent  (or  that  purpose,  while  others 
said  the  individual  senators  should 
pay  half,  and  still  others  saying  there 
was  nothing  wrong  with  buying  the 
shirts  with  the  activity  money  en¬ 
trusted  to  them  since  they  were  also 
students  who  had  paid  into  the  fund.

Cosmo  and  Lenny 
(Stallone  and  Amiand  Assante)  make 
their  break  via  the  brawny  bulk  of 
their  young  brother  Victor  (stumbled 
through  by  a  novice,  Lee  Canatito)  in 
the  wrestling  nng 

In  portraying  a  large  person 
Canaiito  does  a  creditable  iob  due  to 
the  fact  that  he's  bigger  than  a 


Belgian  draft  horse  However,  his  ac¬ 
ting  ability  (eaves  much  to  be 
desired.  Bumbling  throu^  his  lines 
with  a  mouthful  of  mashed  potatoes 
and  novocame,  Cariatfto's  perfor¬ 
mance  onty  seems  alive  when  depic¬ 
ting  the  brutal  vwleoce  of  nng  life 
Victor's  all-or-nothing-at-all  bout

In  last  week's  Senate  meeting,  President  Dave  Meadows  was 
surprised  with  a  resolution  calling  for  impeachment  pro¬ 
ceedings.  Meadows  was  surprised,  along  with  the  maionty  of 
the  Senators. 

The  reaction?  One  member  was  quoted,  "We're  setting  a 
dangerous  precedent  here." 

Dangerous’  For  whom? 

For  Meadows,  certainly,  for  now  he  must  answer  some  ques¬ 
tions  and  defend  himself  and  his  way  of  handling  Senate  affairs 
But  the  "danger"  lies  also  with  the  rest  of  the  Senate 
Regardlessof  whether  the  decision  is  made  that  Meadows  was, 
indeed,  at  fault,  or  that  the  Senators  sponsoring  the  resolution 
were  out  of  order,  the  action  of  impeachment  proceedings 
should  make  each  Senator  know  that  part  of  their  padding  has 
been  stripped  away. 

For  so  long,  the  attitude  of  the  average  Southern  student  has 
been  one  of  indifference  to  the  goings-on  af  5;30  each  Wednes¬ 
day  in  (he  College  Umon.  Senators  know  this,  and  have  taken 
free  rein  m  making  decisions.  The  majority  won’t  speak,  so  they 
presume  to  speak  for  the  majority, 

No  more.  If  the  leader  of  the  group  can  be  called  on  the 
carpet  to  answer  accusations,  certainly  any  of  the  Senators  can 
tOO- 

The  eyes  of  the  campus,  or  at  least  more  ol  them  than  before, 
are  on  the  Senate,  It  that’s  enough  to  make  members  souirm 
hne. 

Maybe  we  should  have  some  more  of  these  "dangerous"’ 
precedents.  The  Senate  just  may  need  them. 

States  discriminate 

Young  people  in  Missouri  and  Kentucky  are  naturally  mferior, 
according  to  their  state  constitutions.  The  lone  two  deny  majori¬ 
ty  rights  beginning  at  age  18.  In  Missouri,  Article  111  Section  4 
stipulates  "Each  representative  shall  be  twenty  four  years  of 
age"  and  Section  6  reads  "Each  senator  shall  be  thirty  years  of 
age."  Without  any  role  models  it's  easy  to  understand  why 
government  participation  is  almost  nonexistent  from  this  group. 
Across  the  stateline  in  Kansas,  the  State  Legislature  sports 

two  young  politicians,  a  representative  age  18 and  a  senator  age 

22  6ut  not  Missouri.  No,  the  Constitution  still  accepts  age  as 
an  accurate  determination  of  ability.  Age  discrimination  shows 
no  mercy  when  a  twenty  year  old  Missourian  desires  to  seek 
public  office  at  the  state  levelonl.y  to  betold  "Sorry,  come  back 
in  ten  years.” 

Jefferson  City  lacks  representation  of  young  people  But  the 
law  IS  unlikely  to  change  without  some  lobbying  by  the  affected 
persons.  One  way  to  express  support  for  majority  rights  is  by 
writing  to  your  state  representatives  or  sen  a  tors -point  out 
your  advocacy  and  ask  where  they  stand  on  the  issue  and  why 
something  has  not  been  done.

Iran  still 
a  mystery 
to  America 

Many  Americans  are  finding  n 
craa Singly  difficult  to  understand  ex¬ 
actly  what  IS  happening  m  Iran, 
Though  by  now  most  know  (he  Shah 
has  fallen  from  power  and  that  there 
rs  currently  a  struggle  for  control  of 
(he  country,  few  can  pinpoint  what 
has  caused  (he  turmoil,  and  fewer 
still  are  informed  enough  to  predict 
what  may  develop  m  (he  months 
ahead 

In  recent  weeks,  the  news  media 
have  attempted  to  unravel  the  story 
by  reporting  events  leading  to  the 
Shah's  downfall  and  identifying  some 
of  the  principle  figures  involved  Bui, 
instead  ol  clarifying,  they  have  often 
confused.  Instead  ol  answering  ques¬ 
tions.  they  have  raised  them  in 
short,  the  American  public  has  been 
left  wilh  a  hodepodge  of  information 
that  IS  almost  impossible  to  piece 
together 


For  instance,  much  of  the  country 
IS  still  uncertain  as  to  what  actually 
caused  the  revolt  against  the  Shah. 
Was  It  oppressior^  that  Iranians  could 
no  longer  teieratet  Were  they  weary 
of  seeing  their  country's  oil  rever>ues 
ehar>neled  into  the  pockets  of  a  select 
lew?  Or,  were  they  fearful  of  foreign 
influence  filtermg  into  therr  culture 
and  a  falling  away  from  the  tradi 
Itonai  Islamic  values’  We  have  been 
to  Id  th  e  prime  rea  son  f  or  t  h  e  upr  i$i  ng 
was  the  Shah's  elfort  to  modernize 
hit  nation  too  quickly.  But,  "moder¬ 
nizing  loo  quickly"  it  a  concept  most 
Americans  find  hard  to  grasp. 

Questions  also  linger  ateut  the 
Shah's  successor.  Prime  Minister 
Shanpour  Bakhtiar  Because 
Bakhtiar  had  been  a  long  time  oppo¬ 
nent  of  the  Shah,  it  might  have  been 
expected  that  his  countrymen  would 
welcome  him  with  open  arms 
However,  such  has  not  been  the 
case  So  precarious  is  the  leader's 
position  that  many  wonder  what 
means  he  may  have  to  resort  to  stay 
in  power  'Thekey  to  his  political  sur¬ 
vival  may  weir  depend  upon  what 
posture  the  military  takes  But  here, 
too.  there  is  a  great  deal  of  confusion 


Where  the  military  stands  i$ 
inybody'sguess.  Although  the  major 
body  appears  to  support  the  present 
government,  it  has  been  reported 
that  some  members  have  defected  to 
the  Ktiomemi  camp  in  addition, 
some  observers  have  suggested  a 
military  coup  >$  still  a  possibility. 

Perhaps  the  most  intriguing,  as 
well  as  mysterious  figure  to  emerge 
on  the  scene  is  the  Ayatullah 
Ruhqilah  Khomeini  After  living  in  ex¬ 
ile  tor  nearly  J5  years,  the  78  year- 
old  religious  leader  has  risen  from 
the  ashes  to  become  Iren's  mir>  ot 
the  hour  Although  he  has  been 
beseiged  by  tens  of  tnousands  every 
day  Since  his  relum,  provmg  he  is 
undoubtedly  the  most  charismatic  in¬ 
dividual  m  the  country,  his  ultimate 
fate  1$  still  very  much  m  doubt. 

Khomeini  has  indicated  he  wants 
to  abolish  the  monarchy  and  replace 
Bakhtiar's  government  with  an 
Islamic  republic,  presumably  under 
his  own  guidance  And,  he  has  given 
no  evidence  that  he  will  settle  for 
anything  less  How  he  plans  on  bnng. 
mg  all  this  about,  however,  is  still 
unknown  Without  the  support  of  the 
miiftary,  his  task  would  be.  al  best 
difficult 


But.  rf  and  when  he  does  obtain 
control,  ft  would  be  another  guessmg 
game  as  to  what  policies  he  might  im¬ 
pose  Outside  of  removing  all  foreign 
mfluence  and  returning  to  a  strict 
religious  stale,  little  can  be  predicted 
With  any  amount  of  certainty 

The  Shah.  Bakhtiar.  and  Khomeini 
may  be  the  most  visible  question 
marks  of  the  Iranian  affair,  but  cer¬ 
tainly  they  are  not  the  only  ones  To 
what  extent  the  CIA,  KGB,  and  other 
covert  agencies  have  been  involved 
has  yet  to  be  revealed. 

It  may  be  months  or  e  ven  years  un  - 
til  all  the  pieces  ol  the  puzzle  are 
complete,  Jn  the  meantime. 
Americans  wf|  have  to  settle  for 
whatever  they  can  gel.

One  by  one  NBA  rranc^lses  are  leameig  the  hard  way  that  rt  takes  more 
than  money  and  an  assortment  ol  big-^me  play«  to  buiW  a  diampwftihip 
caliber  basketball  team 

Two  o(  the  most  recent  organiiafions  whidi  have  lound  this  out  first-hand 
are  those  m  New  York  and  Denver  Before  the  current  campaign  got  under¬ 
way.  the  front  off<es  of  both  dubs  were  predicting  banner  years  But .  whan 
the  season  reached  the  hattway  mark  last  weekend,  one  of  the  squads  was 
houndeong.  and  the  other  was  struggling  to  keep  above  the  500  levM 
Perhaps  the  biggest  disappointment  came  m  New  York  Hoping  to  ragaw 
the  glory  days  of  old.  the  Kmck  management  resorted  to  a  '  blank  check " 
philosophy  D^e  the  tact  that  rn  the  past  several  years  such  a  policy  had 
be^  unp^uctrve.  the  Kmeks  oouldnl  resist  risking  still  more  millions  to 
tand  Seattle  s  t^rvm  Webster 
Because  the  towering  center  had  been  an  intregai  part  m  the  Supersonies' 
surge  to  the  N^  finals  a  year  ago.  many  New  York  insiders  felt  he  could  turn 
their  club  in  to  instant  contenders  UpunMnow.  however,  the  move  has  pro¬ 
ved  otherwise  By  the  all-star  game  break,  the  Knocks'  24  X  record  had  pul 
them  13^  games  out  ol  first  place  m  their  division,  and  it  accounted  (or  the 
eighth  worse  record  *n  the  ^-team  league 
While  some  New  York  die-hards  excused  away  the  record  saying  Webster 
was  Stitt  "learning  the  system."  rt  waspamfultyrtear  to  most  that  the  KnicKs* 
coaching  staff  and  general  management  had  grossly  overestimated  hrs 
abiHies  Though  many  stiH  feel  Webster  is  a  good  center,  few  believe  him  to 
be  a  great  one  Rather  than  being  the  hub  of  last  year's  Seattle  quintet,  he 
has  now  been  exposed  as  rust  anot  her  spoke  m  th  e  wh  eef  Wit  hout  Webster's 
services,  the  Supersonies  were  supposed  to  collapse  Instead,  they  are  sit 
ting  atop  their  division  with  the  NBA's  second  best  record  fn  short,  the 
prvotman's  supporting  cast  u>  Seattle  made  him  look  better  than  he  actualfy 
was 

11  things  were  supposed  to  look  rosey  m  the  big  apple,  they  were  supposed 
to  be  even  better  m  the  mile  high  erty  Plagued  by  tat^soason  slumps  and 
near  misses  m  the  past.  Denver  left  the  acquis4ion  of  high-saUned  forward 
George  McGmnisvi^id  be  enough  to  get  them  over  the  hump  Ignonng  Ihe 
fact  that  the  Nuggets  already  had  enough  offensive  (orepower  Denver  peddl¬ 
ed  away  the  defenwe-mmded  and  team  onented  Bob^  Jones  to  gel  even 
more  The  result  has  been  less  than  impressrve 
At  mid' season  the  Nuggets  stood  at  a  medioae  2B-2S,  and  were  (our  futi 
games  behind  the  upstart  Kansas  City  Kings  In  addition,  head  coach  Larry 
Brown  was  getting  so  much  heat  from  the  public  that  he  resigned  because  ot 
'Tension  problems  "  In  five  seasons  as  Dover's  mentor.  Brown  had  posted 
a  very  respectable  251-134  won4ost  record 
Even  though  New  York  and  Denver  are  having  their  problems  they  are  cer 
tamfy  not  the  only  dubs  wh»di  have  been  hurt  by  reckless  spending  and  poor 
evaluationof  talent  —  Riiladeiphia  and  Los  Angeles  are  proof  enough  of  that 
During  the  recent  past,  the  lakers  and  76'ers  taient4aden  squads  have 
taken  on  the  looks  of  an  aUpro  Who's  Who  But.  lor  allot  their  tooKs  the  two 
teams  have  nothing  to  show  for  it  except  gaudy  payrolls 
What  all  ol  this  should  say  to  franchise  owners  is  that  the  chemistry,  or 
ability  of  a  team  to  work  together,  is  just  as  important  as  ta^l  For  years  the 
Boston  Celtics  seldom  had  any  individual  fisted  in  the  top  10  scoring  leaders, 
yet  they  churned  out  Mfe  after  title  ^Und  again  proved  the  value  of  team 
work  and  rofe-ptayvng  two  years  ago.  and  Kansas  Oty  and  Seattle  are  current 
ly  malung  a  strong  case  for  the  same  philosophy 
fn  the  frnai  anafysrt  it  appears  fhe  key  to  sucess  is  to  obtam  the  Type  of 
talent  that  can  be  molded  into  a  eohesivt  unit  tt's  great  to  have  the 
superstar,  but  when  you  have  one  at  every  position,  teamwork  too  often 
takes  a  backseat  to  the  fimefight 
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
